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School Tax 

Election 

Planned 


A school tax election may 
be held May 19 in conjunc¬ 
tion with the selection of two 
new school io-ustees, the 
Board of Education decided 
at its meeting Monday night. 

Specifically, the Board vot¬ 
ed to notify the county of its 
intention to hold a tax elec¬ 
tion. It was pointed out 
that the election could be 
cancelled or held at another 
time, if necessary. 

In a preliminary budget 
report for 1B59-G0, the need 
for more income to run the 
schools is clearly apparent, 
if residents want the same 
level of education they now 
have. 

SUPERINTENDENT Robert 
E. Walker estimated that to¬ 
tal income for 1959-GO would 
approximate $353,583. The 
school nced.s, he estimated, 
$420,1^42. 

"We must first deter¬ 
mine the type of program 
the citizens want," said Mr. 
Walker. "Then we can at-- 
tach a cost to each item 
on the program. 

"Our reserves have been 
dwindling each year. In 
order to face each year 
with a reasonable balance, 
we are goiAg to need more 
money." 

The preliminary budget 
report is based on the regu¬ 
lar increments for certificat¬ 
ed (teachers) and classified 
(non-teaching) employes. 
Two custodians and one 
teacher were added. 

No increase was included 
for inflation ur additional 
services. 

MR. WALKER said the tax 
rate should be sufficient to' 
provide for a $30,000 reserve. 
The school wil face the 19.59- 
GO year with a reserve of 
only .$7,G54, which approach¬ 
es the point of deficit financ- 
ing. 

A tax increase, if it is 
voted, would be added to 
the present Sierra M a d r e 
School District rate w'hich is 
$1.45 per $100 of assessed 
valuation.

For 10 years or more now it has been proposed 
by various groups, individuals and city planners that 
a street be built south of the Sierra Madre business 
district from Baldwin through to Hermosa. 

But, like so many good proposals in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, all plans for the street went awry, snagged on 
the horns of personal interest. 

Once again the city is attempting to build a 
street, and once again it looks like the plan may 
fail through personal considerations on the part of 
property owners. 

NOW SELF-INTEREST, particularly enlight¬ 
ened self-interest, is a laudable trait without which 
we would all soon be rusting in economic limbo. But 
so many conflicting emotions have been aroused by 
the simple proposal to built a street that property 
owners, in some cases, can’t see the forest for the 
trees. 

It is so patently obvious that a street will bene¬ 
fit all property owners, both business and residential, 
that a selling job seems unnecessary. But that is not 
the way of the world. 

If a street is built through, everybody’s proper¬ 
ty should increase in value from two to three times. 

This is true, because a street would make the area 
highly desirable, both as an extension of the commer¬ 
cial zone along S. Baldwin, and as a multiple dwell¬ 
ing district. 

APARTMENT BUILDINGS mean more people 
which in turn means more business for local mer¬ 
chants. 

Furthermore, a street would make for easy ac¬ 
cess and egress into the big parking area behind the 
bank and several businesses to the east. It’s difficult 
to see why this fact alone should not make the proj¬ 
ect a desirable one. 

The cost of building the street and acquiring 
the property has been estimated by City Administra¬ 
tor Lawrence C. Bevington at approximately $45,000.

IS 'ITIE SOUTH COMING 
TO ITS SENSES?—The ac¬ 
ceptance of the facts of life 
by Virginia’s Gov. J. Lindsay 
Almond, that the rights of 
Negroes must be respected 
and that school integration 
is the law of the land, poses 
some interesting problems In 
the study of a political per¬ 
sonality. Can a Southern po¬ 
litician—realistic as most 
politicians are — actually 
convince his constituents 
that segregation is dead? 
And can such a poiitician 
survive In politics? 

Last fall, Almond and the 
states’ attorney - general 
agreed that Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd’s “massive resistance” 
laws must be tested in the 
state courts as well as face 
inevitable challenge by the 
NAACP in the federal courts. 

Some shrewd observers of 
Virginia politics wrote at the 
time that Almond was look¬ 
ing for a face-saving way to 
sound retreat in the fight 
against school integration. 
They felt he was determined, 
not to behave as Arkansas’ 
Orval Faubus had. This view 
was also shared by the ar¬ 
dent segregationist element, 
who sent the governor abus¬ 
ive letters with the general 
theme of “Et tu, Brute.” 

ALMOND, OF COURSE, 

promptly denied that putting 
the question up to the Vir¬ 
ginia? courts was in any way 
a prelude to retreat. He ord¬ 
ered state officials to con¬ 
tinue with their various leg¬ 


al dodges and he also went 
around making inflamma¬ 
tory speeches. 

Then came the Virginia 
court decision. The conserva¬ 
tive Southerners on this 
court struck down the anti- 
integration laws just as de¬ 
cisively as had the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court with its nine 
“Yankee justices.” 

Almond then confounded 
everyone. Instead of graci¬ 
ously accepting the court de¬ 
cision he took to the air¬ 
waves. “I will not yield to 
that which I know is wrong,” 
he cried. He referred to the 
“livid stench of sadism, sex, 
immorality and juvenile 
pregnancy infesting the mix¬ 
ed schools of the District of 
Columbia and elsewhere.” 

Thoughtful Virginians 
shook their heads sadly and 
wondered if the pressure 
from segregationist fanatics 
had caused Almond to lose 
control of himself. 

But now it appears there 
was some method in that 
"madness.” Almond appar¬ 
ently felt he had to take the 
collective hand of the wild 
fanatics and carefully lead 
them towards the acceptance 
of legal reality. If it all 
works out peacefully, then 
Almond will go down as one 
of the South’s shrewdest po¬ 
liticians. But if all those in¬ 
vitations to disorder finally 
produce the opposite results 
—^what then? Playing around 
with human emotions can 
be a dangerous business.

ONCE DeMILLE'S secre¬ 
tary phoned me; “Mr De¬ 
Mille wants you to come out 
for lunch today.” That royal 
command surprised me, for 
I had met DeMille only half 
a dozen times. But I had 
heard that James Hilton was 
writing a script of “The Story 
of Dr. Wassell, and both Hil¬ 
ton and Dr. Wassell were 
friends of mine. I went, but 
when I mentioned Hilton, 
DeMille said: “He's not on 
the picture any more. We 
had to teach Jimmy Hilton 
how to write!” 

That stunned me, for I con¬ 
sidered Hilton a far better 
writer than DeMille. On an¬ 
other occasion another fam¬ 
ous writer friend of mine, 
working on one of DeMille’s 
pictures, submitted an Idea 
he thought was a master¬ 
piece but all DeMille said 
was: “What crazy so and so 
thought that up?” Both pic¬ 
tures, as he made them, were 


successful. Those incidents 
showed me DeMille’s su¬ 
preme self-confidence. 

* • * 

I LIKED DeMille best for 
what he did for Ayn Rand. 
She worked her way through 
the University of Petrograd 
by translating movie gossip 
from English and American 
newspapers for Russian pa¬ 
pers. After graduation she 
headed for Hollywood, and 
no studio would let her pass 
its gates. She was outside 
the gates at MGM one day 
when rain came down. She 
was nearly broke and could 
not afford to get soaked. 

She hurried toward the car 
line. She was almost in des¬ 
pair when a car stopped and 
the man In it asked if he 
could give her a lift to the 
car line. When she thanked 
him he noticed her accent 
and asked questions. No car 
was in sight and he asked 
if it would help if he took 
her all the way to Hollywood 
and Vine, which was directly 
on his was home. 

“Can you sew?” he asked. 
She could. When he stopped 
to let her out he scribbled on 
a card and said. “Take that 
to the wardrobe department 
at MGM, and maybe they'li 
give you a job sewing.” 

She got the job, and put in 
evenings writing a play. She 
asked DeMille to read it. He 
told her what was wrong 
with it. She wrote another 
piay which was produced in 
Holiywood and did so well it 
was taken to New York, and 
the future author of “The 
Fountainhead” was on her 
way. I think I gave her the 
first publicity she got before 
she had won any success 
and stiil was sewing for a 
living. De.spite her own great 
talents I doubt that she ever 
would have got a start but 
for the generous Interest of 
DeMille.

Smog Case Convictions Increase

Conviction of nearly 500 
smog violators in December 
was double that of the cor¬ 
responding period a year 
ago, it was reported by the 
Air Pollution Control District. 

In a report to Control Of¬ 
ficer Smith Griswold, Louis 
J. Fuller, enforcement direc¬ 
tor, said 498 out of 551 smog 
cases filed were tried in Los 
Angeles County courts in De¬ 
cember. 

Of that number, 475 vio¬ 
lators pleaded guilty, 10 
others were convicted after 
trial, five were acquitted and 


10 alleged violators were dls- 
missed by the courts. 

In comparison, during the 
same period a year ago 220 
smog violators were tried out 
of 253 cases that were filed. 
Of these, 206 pleaded guilty, 
six were convicted and eight 
others were dismissed. There 
were no acquittals. 

As of Dec. 31, there was a 
total of 1,174 court cases 
still to be tried. 

Fines assesesd last month 
totaled $7,867 including 95 
bail forfeitures. 

APCD inspectors made 
1,538 inspections of petro¬ 
chemical and refinery plants 


and 2,972 industrial plant in¬ 
spections during the month. 
During the same period, uni¬ 
formed patrol Inspectors re¬ 
sponded to 1,679 public com¬ 
plaints, Fuller said.
